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HE MAN who wrote this book is no 
longer living. He was a Hungarian who, 
caught in France on his vacation in 
August 1914, spent the four years of the 
war in French internment prisons. This 
is his story, and it is comparable to any 
of the great memoirs of captivity. A ref- 
erence to THE ENORMOUS ROOM is 
obvious, but it is chiefly useful here to 
point out how different are the two 
books in mood and content. The su- 
preme hardships suffered by Kuncz and 
his fellow prisoners are recorded, not 
with anger and bitterness, but with 
amazing detachment and sympathy. It 
Was Not written primarily as an indict- 
ment of war, but as a psychological 
study of humanity struggling, in the 
face of enormous odds, with bestiality.

Every TEACHER Of English, especially in col- 
leges and universities, feels himself responsi- 
ble for improving the tastes in reading of his 
students. Those who are just entering col- 
lege are at an age when reading of the more 
serious sort is only started, if it has begun at 
all. At this time they can be interested in 
ideas through books, and introduced to an- 
other world, imaginary but wholly satisfac- 
tory, through short stories and novels. But 
it ls not enough, even for the teacher, to 
arouse in students an interest in reading; he 
knows that the acquisition of a library will 
be the surest means of establishing a lasting 
interest in books. So he regards it as a sort 
of logical extension of his whole relationship 
with his students that as many of them as 
possible begin the accumulation of books 
which have significance and value for them. 
Through every means possible he urges 
books upon those who come within his in- 
fluence. The teacher of English is an un-

on an impetus from the instructor if neces- 
sary. Once having discovered for himself 
that from a book bought off a bookstore 
counter he can gain fresh and powerful 
ideas, or aesthetic pleasure and a broadened 
acquaintance with life by following a story 
to its end, every student who is a potential 
book-buyer is likely to become an active one. 
The habit will have been taught, indirectly 
but effectively. 

Habitual buying of books can be taught 
even more straightforwardly, and is by Eng- 
lish teachers who are aware of all they can 
do for students. A class in writing can learn 
much from an intensive study of a good 
novel not more than five years old; it is 
far better for that purpose than one hallowed 
by time. I have in various years used such 
books as “My Antonia,” “Maria Chapde- 
laine,” “Arrowsmith,” “The Time of Man,” 
and “Look Homeward, Angel,” with con- 
sequent quickening of students’ interest in 
the literature of their own time. And the 
buying of the book for use in class is a step 
in forming the habit of turning to current 
books for both stimulation and entertain- 
ment. Often the teacher can make book 
buying easier by calling the attention of his 
class to reprints. Every year I hand to my 
students a list of important and interesting 
books written during the last fifty years, and 
indicate when any can be acquired in a 
cheap edition. Buying a good book for a 
dollar or for fifty cents is a means of in- 
sinuating the habit into one who might balk 
at an initial expenditure of more. The “first 
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book” must be bought somehow; those who 
are open to the lesson of all the delight that 
books may give will buy thereafter as they 
are able. Students have often said to me 
that the purchase and reading of a novel 
like “Of Human Bondage” or “Ethan 
Frome” have won them from trashy fiction 
to a more rewarding type of literature. 

I like to “sample” books for students, by 
reading to them a portion of a novel that 
has pleased me. When “One More Spring” 
appeared I read one of the chapters in class 
and talked about Robert Nathan; at the next 
class period two students told me they had 
bought the book and read it through de- 
lightedly. A single short story will intro- 
duce an author to a class, and win for him 
readers among at least a few. I let no year 
pass in which my students do not hear of 
A. E. Coppard, Ring Lardner, Stark Young, 
Liam O'Flaherty, as well as many others. 


Fine Press Books 


A conception of the book as an aesthetic 
object in itself may also be communicated 
to students by allowing them to see fine 
press books. When I have occasion to read 
to a class and can do it from a beautifully 
printed and bound volume, I do so with full 
intention. Some students are certain to lin- 
ger after class to turn over the pages or to 
look at the illustrations, and so discover that 
literature can be dressed appropriately and 
not merely in utilitarian garb. Booksellers 
can foster the interest thus aroused by show- 
ing fine books to those who evince a genuine 
concern with literature. After some enthusi- 
astic praise of mine for “The Red Badge of 
Courage,” a student brought me a fine edi- 
tion of the novel; he had asked for a copy 
of the book in a store, and the bookseller 
had shown him this. Occasionally there- 
after he brought books for my inspection; 
the possession of this single beautiful vol- 
ume subtly persuaded him to buy more. 

Booksellers will find their business grow- 
ing if they will cooperate with teachers who 
like to urge the ownership of books. Espe- 
cially is this true in college towns. I know 
of a bookstore that used a-portion of a bulle- 
tin board for the recommendations of a 
highly respected and well-liked English 
teacher. His words sold books. When he 


read from a current book in class that fact 
came to the ears of the bookseller, and he 
made that book available for those whose in- 
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terest had been piqued. This store also tried 
to urge the formation of a library as one 
certain good from four years of college, 
Lists of great, and near-great, books recom. 
mended by authors, critics, and _ teachers 
were on the bulletin board for those who 
wished to consult them. A special stand was 
provided for a book that the store wished to 
feature—preferably a solid work, non-fiction, 
which would fitly find a place in a perma- 
nent library. The resourceful bookseller can 
do much to make the seeds thrown out by 
the teacher grow and thrive. . 

In some colleges and universities the Eng- 
lish Department as a whole is aware that its 
general function can best be carried out 
through persuading students to own and 
read and keep books. In Washington 
Square College, for example, this department 
last year put on a series of lecture-teas for 
a selected number of students majoring in 
the department. Writers well-known for 
their work in some particular field, like the 
essay or biography, spoke to the students on 
literary technique and answered questions. 
The college bookstore, and some others in 
the vicinity, featured the books of the vari- 
ous authors through window and counter 
displays. But the program which aroused 
the greatest interest in books was the talk 
by Elmer Adler, illustrated by an exhibition 
detailing all the steps in the making of a 
fine book, the Random House “Beowulf.” 
The two concluding talks in the series were 


given by Frederick L. Allen, on “The Mag: | 


azine and the Writer,” and by John Farrar, 
on “The Writer and the Publisher.” 


A New Project 


This fall a project will be started which 1s 
even more definitely intended to foster the 
beginning of book collections among the 
students. A series of lectures, open to 4 
larger number than last year, will be given 
by men in the various branches of the book 
business, from printers to librarians. Six ¢x- 
hibition cases will be placed in the student 
lounge, where students congregate and 
where the displays cannot be missed. Stu- 
dent and faculty book-collectors will exhibit; 
the library will display some of its collec- 
tions; prizes for collections made by students 
during the year will be given. Trips will 
be taken to a printing-house, a bindery, 3 
library of rare books. Book collecting will 
be urged for the very practical purpose o! 
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having relevant information always at hand; 
but the collecting of rarities will also be 
presented sympathetically. In every way 
sible students will be made aware of the 
delights and usefulness of book collecting. 
Booksellers and even rare book dealers are 
already planning to co-operate with these ef- 
forts to make our students wish to own

ing twice to move two hundred miles in half 
a year—was glad for his boost upward. 
(Said galaxy contained, among others, Ogden 
Nash, Charlie Duell, Malcolm Johnson, Dan 
Longwell, George Elliman, Bob Rimington, 
Storer Lunt, and Bob Buckner—all now 
scattered in positions of great responsibility 
with other publishing and allied organiza- 
tions.) Since his strongest connections had 
been with the library houses in Springfield 
and with the Bookshop for Boys and Girls, 
he thoroughly knew the juvenile field and 
the library situation, particularly in bookish 
New England. For Doubleday he traveled 
the East, the Middle-West, and New York, 
getting in his desk-work between trips. In 
a year the department had grown to the 
point where an assistant was needed. 
Then, in 1932, the bottom dropped from 
the juvenile book market. An opportunist, 
clear-headed and far-sighted, Phil got in 
touch with Stanley Rinehart, who without 
hesitation admitted him into the young firm 
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of Farrar & Rinehart as Sales Manager. A 
year later the perspicacity of both was re- 
warded. Phil became center man in that 
vortex which is the dream of the sales de- 
partments of all trade publishing houses, 
the magnet which holds the publisher him- 
self despite often discouraging sales figures. 
The vortex was “Anthony Adverse.” 

The “Anthony Adverse” saga—the co- 
operation of the publishers with the author 
during the writing of it, their conviction 
that they were nursing a masterpiece, their 
willingness to go the distance in a promotion 
and advertising campaign which began a 
year before publication, their subsequent 
handling of this book which hasn’t yet 
stopped selling—this story is well known to 
the trade. But what some of you may not 
know is that the advance orders, prior to 
publication, coming through Phil’s crack de- 
partment totaled 16,203 copies—an astound- 
ing figure considering the price and bulk of 
the book, the meagre reputation of the author 
as a novelist, and the pancake state of the 
book business that season. Phil’s best order 
—the best advance order he had ever taken 
anywhere, he says—was from the Dartmouth 
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Bookstall in Boston for one hundred copies 
While I called on Boston for Scribner’s, Mrs. 
Jackson, of this astute Back Bay store, inn 
time ordered fifty of a Galsworthy and | at 
once needed a larger chapeau. 

Phil was born in Kalamazoo, Mich.. ip 
1895, and was being educated at Yale when 
the war interfered and pushed him into the 
officers’ training camp at Fort Sheridan. He 
spent thirteen months in France as a First. 
lieutenant, going over with the 4th Division, 
and on his return received Yale’s wartime 
“honoris causa” degree. He then sold build- 
ing supplies for his father-in-law until 1922 
when Macmillan signed him on and he 
stepped upon the road where the lights are 
no color but green. His wife, his three 
children, his house, are at Roslyn Estates, 
Long Island. He is clerk and treasurer of 
the village and receipts the tax bills of Chris- 
topher Morley and Fontaine Fox who also 
live there. 

He has one worry. Sometimes people who 
haven’t seen him for a year or so mistake 
him for Stanley Rinehart. He is worried for 
fear some day someone will mistake Stanley 
Rinehart for him!

The Greenwood Book Shop in Wilmington Has Moved Into New 
and Larger Quarters

A sooxksHop is like a poet in that it has to 
be born. You can’t make one simply by ex- 
claiming “Let there be a bookshop!” and 
expect it to materialize, all over beauty and 
everything, from anything so inconstant as a 
wave of thought—as Aphrodite did from 
the waves of the sea. No. A_ bookshop 
worth the name has to be born of a love 
of books, an appreciation of line and form 
and color, a knowledge of collectors’ interests, 
and most important of all, an intuitive dis- 
cernment concerning what a customer wants. 
And you'll be surprised to find how often a 
customer hasn’t the vaguest notion. 

This present notary is writing solely from 





the point of view of a customer—potential, 
if not actual. He only buys books under 
the smiles of an inconsiderate Fortune, lor 
when the lady doesn’t laugh heartily he has 
to stand around the fascinating windows and 
hanker a whole lot, much as did Eugene 
Field when he “was broke in London in the 
fall of eighty-nine.” 

Still, knowing bookshops from Ponkapog 
to Pesth, in the words of Mr. Aldrich’s title 
of a diverting volume, it is a delight to tell 
of one which comes perilously near being 
perfection. This is The Greenwood Book 
Shop in Wilmington, Delaware. — 
The Greenwood is not new except in 1S 
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Not shown in this photograph of the charming entrance to the Greenwood Book 


Shop is the twenty-five-foot cathedral-like arch in stone which soars over the 
store front 


quarters. Established fifteen years ago as a 
part of a small but excellent printing office, 
it outgrew its room, moved to a larger place 
for four years and, still growing, found an- 
other move necessary. For ten years under 
the direction of Mrs. Alice L. Steinlein and 
her associates the shop has been an Institu- 
tion in the city. Throughout all of what we 
have whimsically nicknamed The Depres- 
sion it has grown steadily, not only in a 
commercial sense but in the affections of an 
increasing clientele, until now it has out- 
grown the place which was quite too large 
a decade ago and has moved into the im- 
pressive Delaware Trust Building in Market 
Street, next door to the Public Library, a 
block from the duPont Building and Hotel, 
and within reaching distance of all the office 
buildings of the commercial center. Al- 
though it was opened as recently as June 25, 
Mrs. Steinlein tells me that already she finds 
4 great number of people, never before cus- 
tomers of the shop, are dropping in for a 
comfortable half-hour and, what is better, 
they are buying books. 
ade * ns customers are finding their 
a e half-hour is not surprising. The 
ee mosphere of the place radiates com- 
oa hie and a sense of freedom. Some 
ccs this is brought about by an archi- 
arrangement which is unique. 





There is nothing like it in any bookstore in 
America. The entrance is cathedral-like—a 
great twenty-five foot arch in stone which, 
unfortunately, does not show in the photo- 
graph. At the sides: two show windows, 
large, but dwarfed by the enormous arch. A 
friendly entrance. 

Inside, the twenty-foot high ceiling at 
once gives a feeling of freedom, space and 
color, and what Jay Hambidge calls dynamic 
symmetry. At the back is an overhanging 
gallery covering half the lower floor, and up 
there, too, is more peace and comfort and 
the delight of superb lines and shadows: a 
fit setting for the rare books, prints, etchings, 
first editions—treasures all, which are there 
collected. 

In the gallery are established the offices 
and at the balustrade are certain nooks—if 
you like the word—where one may sit and 
read catalogs, the supremest diversion of one 
whose love of books must of necessity be for 
the most part purely platonic. Here one 
may at least have the delight of handling 
rare volumes, look at prints, envy the pos- 
sessor of them, and hope that . . . some

the care of Mrs. Margaret Spicer who loves 
children’s books and who loves children, and 
if you don’t possess both these attributes in 
high degree you might as well quit trying to 
run a department of a bookshop so impor- 
tant as this. The circulating library is in 
charge of Alice Brown and she has that most 
necessary faculty in a librarian—the memory 
of her subscribers’ likes and dislikes. There 
is one other small room under the gallery. 
Here are the wrapping tables and the cash 
register, all mercifully out of sight. Sordid 
things, cash registers. 

Gertrude Kruse, who has been associated 
with the shop since the beginning, has the 
general supervision of the main floor and 
brings to this work not only the results of 
years of training but an intuitive knowledge 
of what the prospective buyer wants—a sort 
of subtle understanding of temperament. 
And. again, if you don’t think that sort of 
thing is necessary in one who would make 


a success of a bookshop, just try to sell Gib- 


bon’s “Ancient Rome” to a young lady who 
wants Warner Fabian’s “Flaming Youth.” 

Margaret Dewees, Mrs. Steinlein’s secre- 
tary, and Anna Bredin, who has charge ot 
the accounts, are so adaptable to any duty 
of the shop that they fit in anywhere and 
help admirably in the cheerfulness and real 
helpfulness which go to make up the spirit 
of the place. It is this spirit which Mrs. 
Steinlein has built with an innate gift o! 
sympathy with and for the people and the 
things with which she has to do. 

The department devoted to gifts—an cs 
sential to the Greenwood—is not a separate 
affair in any strict sense. The gift things: 
antique coppers, brasses, old Persian oil jars, 
Chinese pottery, rare glass, all become a pat! 
of the general scheme. They are made to Mt 
the surroundings. They are part of the ¢! 
fect, and unisolated. Even the shelving and 
tables were designed and built specially 
make the most of an unusual arrangemen! 
—accenting or softening the straight-line and 
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rather modernistic architecture. The walls 
are of a soft Colonial green, and the shelves 
and tables of tan, a perfect background for 
the vagaries of the color schemes of book 
iackets. The back windows, opening onto 
an inner court of the building, give light and 
sir—something too unusual in bookshops. 
And window boxes, flower-filled, add more 
light and color and comfort. 

‘| have known bookshops from those in 
the sinister byways of Soho in London to 
those of the high glories of Cintra above Lis- 
bon, and from a curious one under the 
shadow of La Conceicao in Horta to the one 
in old Doc Pratt’s drug store in Creede, Col- 
orado, and that spectacularly dignified one 
in the Waldorf, but in no one of them has

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there been found that subtle blending of 
books, a knowledge of books, friendliness, 
cheerfulness, color, space, freedom and peace 
therewith that pervade the new Greenwood 
in Wilmington. 

The ancient Romans, being wise old birds 
like their SPQR eagle (no, I’m not thinking 
of our own NRA eagle), made the cat the 
symbol of freedom.

Time to Plan 


SHOULD THERE not now be some booktrade 
planning? Is it too early to assume that 
there will soon be a 
period of gradual book- 
trade expansion and that 
some thought should be 
given to the direction of 
growth? Could not 


CODE even those who are 
AMehesite weary enough with the 


weenanon struggle to keep existing 
1934_ enterprises alive, find a 


little time to think about the direction which 
things may take in the next few years? 

We have talked much in this code year 
about stabilization as a prelude to expansion, 
for if markets for books do not expand 
nothing can prevent the rise of book prices 
as in other lines of merchandise. (The state- 
ment by Macy’s representative in a recent 
issue of the Economic Forum is that their 
retail prices had risen 35.594 from the lows 
of 1933.) But just where are the markets to 
be developed and how? What experimenta- 
tion has shown the road to new areas of book 
buyers? What shops are attracting and hold- 
ing new book buyers and why? 
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Is it not possible that some group, inter. 
ested in the whole problem of getting books 
produced and into circulation where most 
needed, could meet together in a series of 
informal conferences and pool their informa. 
tion and their wisdom into a Platform for 
the Business of Books? Might it not be that 
the suggestions embodied in such a platform, 
when made available, would help in direct- 
ing the expansion of present book outlets, 
pointing the way to areas where new outlets 
are needed, and suggesting what types of 
book outlets are most successful and why? 


Macy “Economist” Presses 
Price Argument 


Macy REPRESENTATIVES are keeping up the 
discussion on many fronts of the question ot 
“loss leaders” on which they have always 
counted for publicity in building business, 
and Q. Forrest Walker, who represented 
Macy at the hearings at Washington, was 
recently a speaker at the fourth annual eco- 
nomic conference for engineers at Johnson- 
burg, N. J. Mr. Walker took this occasion to 
repeat the general arguments on price main- 
tenance which he had used in his earlier 
article on “Retailers and Consumers Under 
the NRA” in the Economic Forum. 

Of the loss limitations under the Retail 
Code Mr. Walker says: “The fundamental 
cause of all price wars in retailing is found 
in the attempt of full service and high cost 
retailers to undermine public confidence in 
the low cost and limited service retailers by 
endeavoring to sell merchandise at the same 
price.” 

However correct may be this general com- 
ment as applying, for example, to chain 
store prices in the grocery field, the book- 
trade will not see this as an accurate descrip: 
tion of the “loss leader” situation that devel- 
oped in the price wars in books. These 
price wars brought a half dozen large New 
York department stores into competition as 
well as the independent bookshops. It does 
not paint the picture correctly to say that it 
was an attempt of the “full service and high 
cost retailers to undermine public confidence 
in the low cost and low service retailers. 
Gimbel’s, Hearn’s, Stern’s, Bloomingdale, 
Abraham and Straus, Wanamaker—thes¢ 
cannot be grouped as “full service high cost 
retailers in contrast to the Macy store as 4 
“low cost and limited retail service.” One 
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and all are “full service” stores, it would 
seem to the public, and the fullness of their 
service shows little essential variation except 
shat Macy’s sells for cash or by deposit ac- 
-ounts. As to other services, regional deliv- 
ry, information desks, customer services of 
li kinds, these seem to be carried on in the 
one store about as in another as far as the 
general effect on costs is concerned. The 
aim by Mr. Walker would then appear to 
be that selling for cash places Macy in the 
dass of “low cost limited service retailers” 
and charge account facilities place the others 
in the high cost class. The suggestion which 
Macy advertising has so long sought to es- 
tablish is that selling for cash makes a 6 per 
cent difference in the cost of all goods to the 
consumer. This advertising claim is made 
in spite of figures collected by various inveés- 
tigations evidencing, if such proof was neces- 
sary, that no such differential can be earned 
by cash. In order to prove the 6 per cent 
claim as applied to other merchandise, Macy, 
on books which have their known list prices, 
has been in the habit of going down below 
the prices quoted by the other houses men- 
tioned 6% at a time until they quit. This 
type of competition is what undermined the 
book business, that sent the selling price 
of “Anthony Adverse,” for example, last fall 
crashing down to less than 60 per cent of its 
list price. It placed the healthy, country- 
wide distribution of books as of less impor- 
tance than the use of books to demonstrate 
an economic fallacy, that is that a cash busi- 
hess is worth 6 per cent a month. 

The price war in books was not, we assert, 
caused, as Mr. Walker said, by the attempt 
of full service and high cost retailers to un- 
ermine public confidence in the low cost 
and limited service retailers” but has been 
an attempt on the part of one highly or- 
ganized store and vigorous organization to

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Cost of Charge Accounts 


THE RESULTS of the most recent research of 
the Harvard Graduate School of Business 
give statistics which are worth studying in 
connection with the usual Macy assertion 
that their cash policy reduces their cost 
by 6%. In the stores of the largest size, 
doing $20,000,000 or over (composite figures 
for six stores reporting show a total of 
$215,000,000) the proportion of charge sales 
to the total is 38.294. The loss by bad debts 
on the charge sales is 1%. The loss com- 
puted as against the total business is .4 of 
1%. The public is asked to believe, there- 
fore, that a saving of .4 of 1°% makes pos- 
sible the giving of 6% discount on all 
purchases. 

The reason the other department stores in 
New York have fought the use of this “6%, 
less” statement in the Macy advertising is 
that they know that no store can accurately 
make such a claim covering its entire stock, 
especially when other stores of huge size are 
competing in the matching of prices. 

Mr. Walker, however, does not refer to the 
Harvard figures in his address but prefers 
to bring out the Dun & Bradstreet report, 
which was outlined in the Publishers’ 
Weekly of June 30. That credit firm on the 
basis of very few replies from a questionnaire 
that was ineptly prepared issued a statement 
showing such profits in bookselling as has 
made their statistical methods seem ridicu- 
lous. Says Mr. Walker, “The booksellers 
have been greatly disturbed because the Dun 
& Bradstreet report on retail bookstores indi- 
cate comparatively good profit showing.” Mr. 
Walker thus avoids approving this report ex- 
cept by inference but by that inference indi- 
cates his willingness to accept, without 
evaluation, any kind of figures in order to 
throw some discredit on the maintenance of 
the prices on new books and thus perhaps 
prepare the public mind for the old situation 
when books were the favorite “loss leaders” 
of the department store price war. 

“Tt is difficult,” said Mr. Walker further 
on, “for many booksellers to understand that 
it is more profitable to sell ten books at $2.29 
than two books at the full list price of $3.” 
Such an argument might have made a good 
impression when presented to a group ot 
engineers but it would mean very little to 
men who have been in the retail business. 

Though retailers are quite aware that no 
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flat percentages of operating costs can apply 
to all departments of a store (in style mer- 
chandise the margin must be higher and in 
groceries or candy it can be much lower), 
their study of the figures of the most efficient 
stores and their own personal experience tells 
them what they can expect in rate of turn- 
over and what their average expense of doing 
business will be on book sales. They are not 
likely to confuse this average with other types 
of merchandise, as they have their book busi- 
ness segregated. They know that their cost 
of selling books is a little over 30%, some- 
what less than the average cost for ail 
departments as quoted for the largest depart- 
ment stores, which was 38.8% for 1933. 
Booksellers do not have to have genius in 
merchandising to know that if they sell many 
books that cost them $1.80 for $2.29 they 
have either to go out of business rapidly, no 
matter how rapid the turnover, or make it 
up on other goods. They know they cannot 
sell some current $3 books at $2.29 and 
others at $3. Such variations would not 
make sense to the public. 

Decade after decade in many countries the 
booktrade has tried Mr. Walker’s recipe, and 
one generation of booksellers after another 
has gone down under the strains resulting 
from it until they adopted the natural course 
in every country not now excepting ours. 
The book business will certainly not progress 
through out-dated methods. But, Macy’s 
have no particular interest in the progress of 
the book business. They need books as “loss 
leaders” to sell other merchandise. 


When a Serial Is: Not a Serial 


THe Redbook Magazine is extending the 
campaign advertising its feature of full 
length novels. In Printers’ Ink of July 26 the 
Redbook resumed its competition with the 
booktrade, carrying in its two-page advertise- 
ment a picture of twelve books which have 
been printed in the Redbook in the past year. 
The advertisement reads, “When the best 
fiction sellers of the year can be ‘previewed’ 
before book publication for twenty-five cents 
—that’s news. $25 to $30 in bookstore val- 
ues, the year’s fiction headliners, were added 
to the regular contents of Redbook last year. 
Scooping the magazine field with novels 
from the pens of Sir Philip Gibbs, Warwick 
Deeping, Hugh Walpole, Dashiell Ham- 
mett. A total of twelve great novels was 
printed. Not ‘long short’ stories, but full 
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length novels averaging 50,000 words each 
The Redbook, in effect, gives its readers 
least $3 of reading value in each issue.” 

Such an advertisement indicates that the 
magazine desires for its purposes to make 
direct comparison with the appearance and 
character of the books themselves, thus cur. 
tailing the value of the material which the 
publisher buys in good faith from the author. 

Book publishers have never claimed the 
right to prevent the author from selling the 
right for complete printing of a novel in one 
issue of a magazine. They have protested 
justly that the author cannot do this under 
his agreement to sell only serial rights to 
magazines. A serial in name and by custom 
is a publication in several numbers of a 
magazine or newspaper. If a magazine buys 
serial rights only, the story should be pub- 
lished serially; if its editor buys the right of 
complete publication in one issue, the author 
should make that clear in contracting with 
the book publisher. The two rights are in ob 
vious competition, as the Redbook shows by 
using the comparison with books. 

This could be cured by the statement pro 
posed in the publishers’ code. 


Who Is Writing Good Prose? 


“Mopern AMERICAN Prose,” the antholog) 
of American prose writers who have made 
their name in the last twenty years, gathered 
by Carl Van Doren, is a book for the book- 
seller who wants to become more competent 
to evaluate the writers of the past two dec: 
ades. The selection is that of one of the most 
widely read critics in this country on what 
authors have made most significant prose 
contributions in recent years. In the intro 
duction Dr. Van Doren says, “This is Amer- 
ican prose in its most recent and most bril- 
liant phase.” Booksellers may be particularly 
interested to note that the anthology includes 
Randolph Bourne’s “History of a Literary 
Radical,” which has been out of print. 

Of the sixty authors represented forty-seven 
are men and thirteen women, thirty are col 
lege graduates and thirty are not. Of the 
colleges Harvard has by far the best rep: 
resentation, followed by Columbia, Yale and 
the University of Chicago. The geographical 
division is interesting. Twenty-three wet 
born in the Middle West, sixteen in the Cet 
tral Atlantic states, fourteen in the south, 
two in New England, two on the Coast, 
three abroad. 
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News of the Week 


Library Discount Schedule With- 
drawn After Hearing 


Tur proposed schedule of library discounts, 
drawn up by a special committee of the Book- 
sellers’ Code Authority under the chairman- 
ship of Virginia Kirkus, was withdrawn on 
Wednesday, August 29th following a hearing 
in Washington before Harry G. Carr, Deputy 
Administrator, at which current library needs 
were strongly urged by a delegation of about 
x0 library representatives present at the hear- 
ing as well as by numerous other librarians 
who wrote in their opposition to the sched- 
ule. Opposition was also voiced by the Text- 
book Publishers’ Council and no source was 
given the schedule by publishers and jobbers. 
Full details of the schedule were given in 
last week’s Publishers’ Weekly. 

The withdrawal was made in a letter to 
Mr. Carr, which read: 

“In consideration of the many points used 
by the public libraries at the hearing held to- 
day on the proposed schedule of discounts 
on books to Public Libraries, and _particu- 
larly, in view of the present reduced appro- 
priations under which libraries must now 
tunction, we feel that the time is not right 
for the adoption of this schedule, which the 
libraries maintain will seriously handicap 
their services to the public. We, therefore, ask 
the privilege of withdrawing, without preju- 
dice, the schedule presented by the National 
Booksellers’ Code Authority.” 

The Booksellers were represented by the 
AB.A.’s Three Musketeers, Frank L. Magel, 
Cedric R. Crowell and Richard F. Fuller, and 
Miss Kirkus. Mr. Crowell made an able pres- 
entation of ? : 

“ntation of the booksellers’ case, arguing that 
in order to create or hold book markets 
stabilization of library buying was absolutely 
“sential and that the functional differences 
between libraries and dealers as consumers 
must be preserved. Mr. Crowell pointed out 
that the cost of handling library business was 
about 15 to 17%. He said that libraries, by en- 
couraging destructive competition, had cre- 
ated the bad conditions that exist today, 
Whereas they should be working to improve 
ok outlets, 


A. H. Nelson of the Macmillan Company, 





speaking for the Text-book Publishers’ Coun- 
cil stated that State laws would prevent the 
application of any code or discount rules to 
the selling of text-books. 

The library representative opposed the ap- 
plication of any schedules at all, claiming 
that they would be unworkable and unfair. 
The librarians contended that if such sched- 
ules as were proposed were to be put into 
effect they would not move any business into 
local stores; that jobbers are satisfied with 
what they now get from libraries, and that the 
scales would decrease library purchasing 
power by $2,000,000, resulting in the publi- 
cation of fewer books. They contended that 
under the proposed scales no more money 
would go to the publishers than at present, 
even if more did go to the dealers. The 
librarians also pointed out that only 2°% of 
the libraries in the country would be eligible 
for the maximum discount of 25°%, while at 
present that is the common discount for all 
libraries. 

Among those representing the libraries 
were Frank L. Tolman, Charles H. Compton, 
Carl H. Milan, P. L. Windsor, Carl L. Can- 
non, K. D. Metcalf, J. L. Wheeler, Dorsey 
W. Hyde, Jr. 

Mr. Crowell’s speech and the brief filed 
by the libraries will be printed in the next 
issue of the Publishers’ Weekly. 


Publishers’ Code Committee Meets 
to Add Final Touches 


Tue PusiisHers’ Cop— CoMMITTEE met in 
Washington on Thursday, August 3oth, to 
put the final touches on the publishers’ codes, 
which, after weeks of delay, are now expected 
to be approved in a very short time. The 
meeting was held under P. A. Murkland, 
formerly of the Sears Publishing Company, 
who is the new Deputy Administrator in 
charge of publishing. The Book Publishers’ 
Codes are still under the administration of 
George Bulkley in the seventh division of 
the NRA, as the new classification of the 
NRA reported on page 679 of this issue has 
not yet been approved. At the time of going 
to press, details of the meeting were not

A Misleading Survey of Bookselling 


ROBERT L. CONLIN

[ The survey of the retail trade by Dun and 
Bradstreet which produced the extraordinary 
percentages of the costs of retail bookselling, 
which were described in the “Publishers’ 
Weekly” of June 30th, has been receiving fur- 
ther comment in the trade with increasing 
evidence of the harm which may be done by 
the circulation of figures based on such in- 
adequate data. The following analysis of 
these figures has been made for “Publishers’ 
Weekly” by the auditor of the Doubleday 
book shops.| 


To ANYONE FAMILIAR with the figures past 
and present concerning retail book shops, 
that is, figures and percentages relating to 
the cost of merchandise, publishers’ discounts, 
operating costs and profits or losses, the re- 
cent survey made by Dun & Bradstreet, Inc., 
must be labeled as absolutely misleading and 
cannot be considered as a true picture of 
present conditions in the industry. Much 
harm could come to booksellers if this sur- 
vey should be used in presenting the conclu- 
sions of the survey as being representative of 
the industry, with the result that much of the 
progressive work that has been established 
by the leaders in the industry during the 
past year might be destroyed. 

Dun & Bradstreet explain that “the retail 
survey is a unit of the 1934 Research Pro- 
gram of the Statistical Department of Dun 
& Bradstreet, Inc.” In this connection some- 
thing like 60,000 questionnaires were re- 
turned by retailers in all lines of businesses 
and of this number, 25,000 were discarded. 
The Retail Book Shop Survey was made 
from the 124 questionnaires used for that 
industry. The total net sales for 1933 of 
these 124 retailers was $3,075,300 or less 
than one tenth of the estimated total book 
shop sales in the United States. 

In an attempt to learn something of the 
methods used in compiling the survey it was 
found that percentages had been averaged 
which accounts for some of the amazing re- 
sults shown in tables No. I, No. II and III of 
the survey. 

Table I—Composite Operating Averages 
of all Contributing Concerns. Here 66 stores

show a net profit of 15.36°% but the Total 
Overhead Expense shows 26.70°/, and cost of 
goods sold 57.435%, making a total of 84.13°/ 
which amount when subtracted from 100°, 
leaves 15.87% and not 15.36°%. This discrep. 
ancy also shows on the averages of the 58 
reporting a loss. Here the net loss should 
be 15.54% instead of 13.64°%. Of course it 
must be remembered that in averaging per- 
centages, true results cannot be obtained. 

Cost of goods sold under the 66 concerns 
reporting a profit is listed as 57.43°% which 
means that the average discount received 
from publishers was 42.5794, which we 
know is not true, particularly since the cost 
of goods sold must include losses taken from 
markdown since no provision for such losses 
are taken care of in the analysis of overhead, 
as shown in the breakdown in Table II. The 
item of all other expense is crowded with 
such items as shipping expense, equipment 
depreciation expense, delivery expense, pos- 
tage, insurance, stationery, etc. 

In Table II, analysis of operating averages 
by sales volume, breaks down the analysis 
in (A) the 66 concerns reporting a pront 
and in (B) the 58 reporting a loss. In both 
these groups net profit or loss percentages are 
inaccurate, taking into consideration the per- 
centages of total overhead and cost of goods 
sold, as indicated. 

Here we find total cost of goods sold with 
percentages from 45.15% to 74.60%, which 
would mean discounts on merchandise put 
chased varying from 54.85% to 25-407 with 
the result that stores doing the smallest vol- 
ume of business receive the largest discount 
on their purchases. 

The analysis of overhead shows many 
questionable percentages in relation to salar- 
les, rent and taxes with some groups listed 
without salaries or rent. od 

Summing up the survey as a whole it 18 
very apparent that either the questionnaires 
used in the return were inaccurate or the 
methods used in the compilation were wrons 
and it is evident that those who worked out 
the results were very unfamiliar with the 
retail bookselling industry. 
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Copyright Registration Bureau 
Set Up by N.A.B.P. 


A CENTRAL REGISTRATION bureau for English 
books copyrighted in America, has been set 
up by the National Association of Book 
Publishers’ office. The suggestion for the 
bureau came from the Joint Board of Pub- 


| Jishers and Booksellers which issued a state- 


ment on illegal importation of English edi- 
tions in the spring (P. W. April 28, 1934) 
and has devoted a great deal of time to 
studying this problem. Publishers have been 
supplied with cards to register all titles as 
soon as they have received ad interim copy- 
right and the bureau will start functioning 
September rst. After that date, booksellers 
may send an inquiry to the bureau to find 
out whether an English title for which a cus- 
tomer has asked is to be published by an 
American publisher later; the registration bu- 
reau will then send the dealer word as to 
the approximate date of publication in the 
United States and the publisher’s name or, 
if the title has not been registered, the bu- 
reau will reply that, so far as they know, the 
dealer is free to import it. Inquiries should 
be addressed to the N. A. B. P., 347 Fifth 
Avenue, New York. 

A number of booksellers have written the 
Joint Board that though they certainly do 
hot want to disobey the law, it has been 
hard heretofore to discover whether recent 
English publications have been given copy- 
right protection here. The new bureau will 
eliminate this difficulty. 

The Board of Directors of the American 
Booksellers Association has endorsed the 
stand of the Joint Board on illegal importa- 
tion and has advised its members to familiar- 
ze themselves with the provisions of the law. 
Copies of the Joint Board statement outlin- 
ing the law may be secured from the A. B. 
A. office or from the N. A. B. P.

nition of problems to be solved by govern- 
ment and industry in development of code 
law and its application; and simplicity of 
line-up for more accurate statistics on indus- 
try and trade. 


Publishers’ Protests Modified 
Manufacturing Schedules 


THE PusisHers CoMMITTEE ON MANUFAC- 
TURING, of which W. Morgan Shuster is 
chairman, points out that the original text of 
the order which put into effect the book 
manufacturing schedules was modified on 
the publishers’ protest and on General John- 
son’s authority in the particulars that are in- 
dicated by the italicized sentences in the 
paragraphs below. Without this modification 
book manufacturers whose costs were actu- 
ally below those in the schedule would have 
had to secure written permission from the 
Code Authority before quoting below the 
printing schedule. 

(a) An establishment which uses a method 
of cost finding prescribed by the National 
Code Authority . . . or if such a method has 
not been prescribed, an adequate cost finding 
system, and can thereby determine its costs 
for such products as lower than those listed 
in said cost determination schedule, may sell 
such products at not less than the costs so 
determined; provided that, the National Code 
Authority may disapprove the cost finding 
system of such an establishment upon proper 
investigation and finding that such system is 
inadequate, and provided further that, the 
decision of the National Code Authority shall 
be subject to the review of the National 
Graphic Arts Coordinating Committee and 
the Administrator. 

(b) An establishment may in defense of its 
business. meet a bona fide competitive bid of 
another establishment, provided that the facts 
of the bid so made shall be immediately re- 
ported to the National Code Authority.

Miss McDevitt 
Says, a customer 
will recommend 
to the shop a book 
which it has 
missed. If the shop 
agrees with the 
customer’s enthu- 
siasm it can make 
sales on the dov- 
ble recommenda- 
tion.

THE PERFECT EXAMPLE of word of mouth ad 
vertising has been occurring the past two or 
three weeks in connection with a now al- 
most famous little pamphlet entitled “Frankie 
in Wonderland.” Without an inch of adver- 
tising this little satire has already sold 
14,000 copies and sales are mounting daily. 
It is, as booksellers probably know by now, 
an anonymous parody on “Alice in Wonder- 
land” which pokes fun at the Administra- 
tion. The story of its beginning is interest- 
ing. The author, one evening in Southamp- 
ton, was contemplating the state of the na 
tion when it occurred to him that Washing: 
ton at the moment was not unlike a fairy 
story. Then the title “Frankie in Wonder- 
land” popped into his head, so he bought a 
copy of the real “Alice” and in two evenings 
had finished “Frankie.” The enthusiasm o! 
friends who were shown the manuscript 
caused the author to have a couple of hun 
dred copies printed up by Duttons, Inc., the 
bookstore, just to give away. There was 20 
over-run of about 40 copies which Duttons, 
had at the store, more or less for “Alice 1" 
Wonderland” fans. Between the 17th of July 
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and the rst of August the copies which the 
author gave away and the few that were sold 
at Duttons caused so much interest that or- 
ders began flooding into Duttons. As Dut- 
tons, Inc., is not a publisher it was arranged 
for E. P. Dutton & Co. to take over the 
book. Salesmen for E. P. Dutton have had 
it now for about a week, and that is the only 
promotion it has had. Orders on Thursday 
of last week totaled 1,700 copies.

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“T. L. A.’s” publication this year has been 


given unusual attention by its publishers, in 
order to insure an increasing completeness 
for this important tool of the trade. 

The plan of bound catalogs was an idea 
that came from the fertile brain of Frederick 
Leypoldt over sixty years ago, and it is a 
tool which the trade would not wish to do 
without. In these times of rigid economies 
there are a few publishers each year who are 
inclined to omit their catalogs for a year to 
save the cost of printing, but the insistence 
of the booksellers on the importance of com- 
plete representation of publishers in the 
“Trade List Annual” has usually persuaded 
publishers against this measure. 

During the past two years the Joint Board 
of Publishers and Booksellers paid especial 
attention to the need of having the “Trade 
List Annual” complete, and the usual letter 
sent to the publishers was accompanied by a 
statement from the Joint Board emphasizing 
this point. As a result of this and because 
several publishers have put their catalogs 
back in the “Trade List Annual,” there are 
in the current volume twelve new catalogs 
and several additions to the shorter lists in 
front of the book. 

The volume has been made handier in 
size, due largely to the fact that several pub- 
lishers have adopted the plan of making 
their catalogs for this volume in reference 
form, less bulky than some of the lists of 
past years, using display typography for fall 
and spring announcement lists only. The 
largest catalog of the collection is the Mac- 
millan catalog, which is very complete, con- 
taining alphabetical lists by author, title, sub- 
ject and series, as well as the complete catalog 
of the Cambridge University Library. The 
Oxford University Press, which has one of 
the largest catalogs, has made a much more 
compact catalog. . 

In the technique of catalog entries more 
publishers have been added to those who fol- 
low the recommendations of the Joint Board 
as to form and symbols and others may be 
expected to do this as they have occasion and 
opportunity to reset their lists. 

The binding of this volume requires spe- 
cial machinery, and the last two years the 
John M. Gettler bindery of 200 Varick _

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Can Taste in Typography Be Taught? 


HARRY HILLMAN 


Director of Publications and Promotional Manager, Division of Education, American

CaN TASTE in typography be taught? That 
question has been propounded, and we have 
been requested to give an answer. Without 
hesitation, we counter with another ques- 
tion: Why can’t it be taught? And another, 
a question that should re- 
ceive just as great con- 
sideration: Is it worth the 
effort? Lest the latter 
question may seem to in- 
dicate a pessimistic turn 
of mind we hasten to add 
that in our opinion, at 
least, it most emphatically 
is worth the effort, worthy 
of far greater emphasis 
than has been placed 
upon it in the past—and 
we are not suggesting 
that it has been a neg- 
lected subject. 

What is taste in typog- 
raphy? Or, what is taste 
in anything? The dic- 
tionary definition is “the 
power or faculty of appre- 
hending and appreciating

A statement made by one of the instruc- 
tors of our early days comes clearly to mind. 
“Every human being,” said he, “has within 
him the ability to do a thing. It may be 
latent, lying dormant, but it is there. It 
requires only the proper 
course of training to bring 
it to the surface and de- 
velop it.” 

Thinking back over 
that statement after the 
years have passed and ex- 
perience has increased, we 
would add that it is also 
essential — fundamental, 
in fact—that the de- 
sire be created within the 
human being to develop 
whatever latent faculties 
or talents he may have. 
That is, or should be, one 
of the underlying pur- 
poses of all educational 
processes. Once the desire 
to develop is created or 
aroused, the individual’ 
will of his own volition 
follow the course necessary to further devel- 
opment. 

So, in passing, we might say that the prob- 
lem with which we are confronted is not so 
much one of teaching taste as arousing the 
desire to develop taste, discrimination, or 
judgment. That applies whether we are 
teaching taste in typography, in dress, in 
furniture, or in the selection of the literature 
we read. Therein lies one of the funda- 
mentals of the work of education, particu- 
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larly when dealing with the younger minds 
—to arouse that desire for development, then 
guide it in the proper channels. 

To acquire taste or discrimination in 
typography it is, of course, necessary that we 
have at least a little knowledge of what 
constitutes good typography; not that we 
need go deeply into the basic principles with 
which the expert typographic designer must 
of necessity be familiar—though the deeper 
we go into those subjects the more our in- 
terest is intrigued, and the greater is our 
appreciation of’ the printed matter which 
forms such an essential part of our every- 
day lives. AIH 

Even a casual study of the printed matter 
one receives each day, especially that which 
attracts and holds the attention a little more 
than the ordinary, will very quickly bring 
to the mind the features which make one 
piece of printed matter stand out above 
others. Similarly, a little analysis of. those 
books which strike our attention or. have 
a particular appeal to us will very soon bring 
out the reasons why one book has a greater 
appeal, from the physical standpoint, or 
from the standpoint of beauty, than another. 

Why do we admire some books and de- 
light in handling them? Why do we prefer 
to keep certain books and display them on 
our library tables, while others we discard 
or relegate to the shelves where they are 
generally out of sight? Why is it that some 
books, as well as some pieces of general 
printed matter, seem so easy to read and 
hold our attention, while others, with litera- 
ture that may be just as interesting and im- 
portant or more so, seem so difficult to read 
that it is hard to become absorbed in them? 

The answers are not difficult to find—if 
we will do a little critical analysis. Usually 
we will find that careful, painstaking atten- 
tion has been given to those fundamental 
principles which mark the difference between 
good printing and mediocre. It may _ sur- 
prise us somewhat to discover that, as a gen- 
eral rule, the printed matter which most 
invites the eye to reading is that in the 
planning and production of which more at- 
tention has been devoted to simplicity of 
design and layout, in which type, illustra- 
tions, paper and binding have all been se- 
lected with a view to harmonious relation- 
ship, in which the eye is led naturally and 
easily from one element to another in logical 
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order without conflicting elements to distr 
or cause the attention to wander, 

There is true beauty and dignity in sim- 
plicity. One of our most widely known 
typographic’ designers of a few years back 
was responsible for the slogan which has 
since become quite popular—‘“type was made 
to read.” These things the experienced 
typographic designer knows, and they con- 
stitute the objective toward which he works. 
They are the things which were taught him 
by his early instructors, his knowledge and 
understanding of which he has developed 
and perfected through further study and 
practice. The designer must also give atten- 
tion to such principles as proportion, tone 
harmony, shape harmony, properly propor- 
tioned margins, spacing between lines as 
well as between words; he must see that 
decoration, where and when used, is_har- 
monious and in its proper relationship and 
not overdone; he makes his selection with a 
view to harmony when he chooses the type 
face or design with which he is going to 
work, determines the particular technique to 
be followed in the preparation of illustra- 
tions, and decides on the paper on which the 
printing is to be done. It is this proper 
selection of paper, type, illustration, and 
decoration, worked together in harmonious 
relationship, with type pages in pleasing pro- 
portion with the paper page, and consistent 
attention to all the other fundamental prin- 
ciples, which makes a book or other piece 
of printed matter attractive to the eye and 
inviting to read. 

The fact that these elements can be taught, 
or that at least a reasonable degree of taste 
and discrimination with regard to them can 
be developed, is self evident—at least, so it 
seems to us. Just as the fundamentals of 
physiology, of architecture, of accountancy, 
of art, and other subjects have been and are 
being taught in our schools, so too can the 
fundamentals of what constitutes a well-made 
book, advertisement, or any other piece ol 
printing for commerce or other uses, be 
taught and, a higher standard of taste, ap- 
preciation and discrimination developed. 

As .a supervisor of education recently 
stated, there is a growing recognition among 
educators of the need of guiding our educa- 
tional efforts into the channels of educating 
for consumption, rather than placing all 
emphasis on educating for production. And 
teaching for consumption is, in its final

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analysis, teaching for appreciation, for dis- 
crimination, or developing taste and judg- 
ment. So the teaching of printing in our 
schools and other educational institutions in 
the past few years has taken a more decided 
trend toward that one phase of teaching for 
the appreciation of printing. 

To one who for a number of years has 
followed the efforts of the American Insti- 
tute of Graphic Arts, which have been aimed 
especially toward developing higher stand- 
ards of taste and truer appreciation of good 
craftsmanship on the part of the general pub- 
lic as well as within the graphic arts field, 
it is encouraging to note the marked im- 
provement that has come about in the gen- 
eral appreciation of fine printing. There is 
still room for improvement, but ample evi- 
dence undoubtedly could be produced by the 
Institute to prove that its annual exhibitions 
of fine books, prints, and other examples of 
the better grades of typography and printing, 
have brought a notable advance in the gen- 
eral recognition and appreciation of what 
constitutes good craftsmanship in the prod- 
ucts of the graphic arts, as well as a pro- 
nounced increase in the demand for the bet- 
ter designed and printed books. To such an 
extent, indeed, have these efforts been pro- 
ductive of goods results, that the Institute 
has been encouraged to expand its activities 
to the extent of undertaking the sponsorship 
of a more ambitious general program of edu- 
cation, which involves cooperation with all 
schools, colleges, and other educational insti- 
tutions giving instruction in any of the fine 
and applied arts or the graphic arts, with a 
view to further development of standards of 
taste and appreciation of good printing in all 
its forms. 

Is it worth the effort? That question, it 
would seem, hardly requires much discus- 
sion. When we think of the intimate place 
printed matter of all descriptions has in our 
every day lives, of the important part it plays 
in the cultural development of the nation, as 
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well as its absolute indispensability jn all 
phases of our business and economic life. 
our social, civic, religious, and educational 
activities, surely any effort toward improving 
standards of taste, discrimination and appre- 
ciation should have a strong appeal to any. 
one having any interest whatever in esthetic 
or cultural development. 


Paper Tests in D. A. B.

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Current Bookmaking Notes 


In MAKING the new omnibus book of the 
short stories by Somerset Maugham under 
the title of “East and West,” Doubleday has 
reset in most readable format the entire con- 
tents of nearly a thousand pages in type that 
will not make it seem formidable to any in- 
terested reader, and they have cased it in 
a black and gold binding designed with 
great appropriateness with a full gilt back 
that will attract attention on any bookshelf. 

Sir Isaac Newton’s “Mathematical Prin- 
ciples” have been re-edited by Professor 
Cajori, the distinguished professor of Mathe- 
matics at the University of California, and 
been produced in a volume of exceptional 
dignity and beauty by the University of Cali- 
fornia Press under the direction of S. T. 
Farquhar, Director of the Press. The setting 
of this large octavo volume is excellent, the 
selection of types for chapter headings, the 
sub-headings, the mathematical symbols of 
various kinds, geometrical drawings, etc., all 
have been molded together to produce a 
book that will be a marked satisfaction to 
either scholar or general reader. The volume 
has been bound in morocco back for greater 
strength. 

“Trees of the Southeastern States” is a 
manual issued by the University of North 
Carolina. The line drawings of the leaves, 
blossoms and fruits have been well done and 
placed on the pages with care with harmoni- 
ous results. The artist should have title-page 
recognition. 

Grace Paull has made the drawings for 
the lithographs which add distinction to “The 
Good Friends,” by Margery Bianco, published 
by Viking. The illustrations seem to be 
equally appropriate as chapter headings in 
full page space or as end pages. The volume 
has been appropriately and_ successfully 
bound in a blue and white checked cloth 
stamped in dull red. 

One of the experimental books of the 
month is Robert H. Baker’s “When the Stars 
Come Out” (Viking Press), which has been 
manufactured with full page plates printed 
in deep sky blue. The title-page is also in 


blue as are the end-papers. This vivid color 
gives the background for the astronomical 
photographs of which there are many. 
Typical of the best works of the University 
of Chicago Press is “Shadow of the Planta- 
tion,” by Charles S. Johnson of Fisk Univer- 
sity. This is a small octavo set with careful 
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typographical discrimination, italic sub-head. 
ings are placed between sections and subsec. 
tions by caps. The illustrations and photo. 
graphs are printed in India tint successfully 
harmonized with the text paper.

New Invention Justifies 
Typewritten Material 


AN INVENTION that may affect the production 
of books by the planograph method has been 
patented by Joseph Spielvogel of Newark, 
and is now being tested out by two type 
writer companies. The plan involves a finely 
crinkled paper mounted: on a second pape! 
supplying a firm background, and on this 1 
typed material which is later to be repro- 
duced by planograph, the right-hand margins 
being aligned as evenly as is mechanically 
possible. When the page is completed the 
crinkled paper is lifted from the firm back- 
ing, and the uneven lines are stretched the 
desired length. When all are an even length, 
the page is reproduced by photolithography:
